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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 9 and 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yanagisawa et al. US 20030088006. 

3. The rejection set forth under 35 USC 103 in the paper mailed 4/3/09 is deemed 
proper and is herein repeated. The newly amended claims and remarks filed in support 
thereof have been fully considered. Applicant has amend the claims to recite that the 
crumbs of step C) have a moisture content of 40% or more. It is argued that the art 
cited fails to show this limitation. This is not persuasive. [0094] clearly teaches a 
moisture content of "about 40%." This anticipates the claim limitation. Further, the 
disclosure is not limited by this example and higher moisture amounts are obvious. 
Applicant then argues that the claim limits the dehydrating step to require "temporarily 
making an inner pressure of the barrel ... higher than that at normal operation." This is 
not a patentable distinction. The art clearly suggests using an extruder in the 
dehydrating step as claimed [0096]. The pressure is not reported as constant or 
manipulated. The fact of the matter is that extruder chambers are known to be 
pressurized environments and the manipulation of the pressure within the chamber is 
easily manipulated. Temporarily adjusting the pressure is considered an obvious 
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process step when dehydrating rubber crumb. There remains no showing or allegation 
of unexpected results predicated upon the temporary manipulation of the pressure 
within the chamber.
